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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

To the end of the third quarter 1972 Alberta business activity maintained asteady rate 
of growth. Major indicators for agriculture, manufacturing, mining, construction and retail 
trade showed considerable gains over the same period last year. 

Alberta farmers cash receipts totalled $632 million to the end of September, a 14% 
increase over 1971. Receipts from livestock and products were 20% above last year; cash re - 
ceipts from crops were down 4%. Cash receipts from grain sales are expected to improve in the 
last quarter due to increases announced in October in initial payments for some grains. 

The value of manufacturers shipments inSeptember 1972 was 13% above the 1971 level; 
cumulative figures for the year indicate a 15% increase. Gross sales of packing plants were up 
21% over the period; refinery production to the end of August was 29% higher than during the 
comparable period last year. 

January to September 1972 figures for the petroleum industry indicate that the following 
gains were recorded in the value of sales of the products specified; crude oil - 19%, natural gas 
- 14%, propane - 28%, butane - 39%. Depressed prices in world sulphur markets precluded 
gains in the value of sales of sulphur in spite of increased marketings. 

The value of building permits issued during the first three quarters of 1972 totalled 
$467 million as compared to $428 million during the same period in 1971. Permits issued in 
Calgary were valued at $163 million and in Edmonton at $139 million to the end of September. 
Preliminary October figures indicate a falling off from the pace of earlier months. The number 
of new dwelling starts in September 1972 was some 43% below the 1971 level; and the cumulative 
total for the year to the end of September was down by over 11%. 

The generally optimistic outlook of consumers is reflected in a 14% increase in retail 
trade over the January to September period. Shipments of new motor vehicles to Alberta during 
the period increased 22% in number and 34% in value. Shipments ofother consumer durable items 
such as stoves, washing machines, clothes dryers, refrigerators, freezers and television sets 
also show considerable gains. 

The provincial unemployment rate was 3.7% for October, the same rate asfor October 
1971. The provincial labour force for the month was estimated at 694,000 as compared to 
675, 000 twelve months earlier. At its October 1972 level of 134.6 (1961=100), the Edmonton- 
Calgary all-items consumer price index was 4. 4% higher than a year earlier. Increases in the 


clothing and health and personal care components were offset by a 0.8% September -October de- 


cline in the food component.

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MEMORANDA 


During 1971 sales of beer, spirits and wines all increased over 1970. Beer sales 


increased by $15,943,000 to a total 1971 sales value of $63, 663, 000. Spirit sales totalling 


$77,573,000 increased $4, 807,000. Wine sales of $15, 155,000 were up $2, 612,000 over 1970. 


Alberta's industrial composite index for employment was 147.1 in September 1972, 


(1961 = 100). This is a slight increase over the September 1971 index number of 146.3. The 


average weekly earnings, in September was 153.43, up 8.4% over 141.54 in September 1971.

In 1970 Alberta accounted for 8.5% of the total number of persons covered under 
pension plans in Canada. The number of Alberta males and females with pension plans totalled 
125,239 and 53,005 respectively. The public sector accounts for approximately 58% of the total 


persons covered while the private sector accounts for approximately 42%.

Preliminary estimates prepared by Statistics Canada from data collected during the Survey of Consumer 
Finances in April 1972 indicate the incomes of allfamilies and unattached individuals in Albertain1971 averaged $8, 555. 
The Canadian average was $8, 643. Fifty per cent of all families and unattached individuals in the province had incomes 
over $7, 710. 

Family incomes in 1971 averaged $9,954 in Alberta; the Canadian average was $10, 112. Fifty per cent of 
the approximately 382,000 families in the province had incomes over $9, 291. 

"Family'' is defined as a group of individuals sharing a common dwelling unit and related by blood, adoption 
or marriage. ''Income"' includes wages and salaries from both full and part time employment, net income from self- 
employment, investment income, government transfer payments, and income from other sources such as pensions, 
scholarships and annuities, prior to deduction for taxes. An ''Unattached Individual" is defined as a person living by 
himself or rooming in a household where he is not related to other household members. 

The following low income cut-offs were used by Statistics Canada in the April 1972 survey arbitrarily to 
identify low income individuals and family units; 1 person - $2,013; 2 person unit - $3,355; 3 person unit - $4,046; 4 
person unit - $4,697; 5 or more person unit - $5, 368. 


By the criteria chosen, 18.4% of Alberta families and 36.4% of the unattached individuals in Alberta had 


low incomes in 1971.
